8.  Determination.  ]It  is  well  for  a 
man  to  say,  M My  h*art  is  fixed,  oh 
God:  my  heart  is  fixed.”  When 
God  calls  on  us  to  bo  anything,  or 
do  anything,  we  aqo  not  to  waver 
or  remain  undecided.  Let  the 
mind  bo  fully  convinced,  and  then 
tbo  heart  fully  determined. 

It  is  true  that  there  will  bo  ob- 
stacles. Old  “debts  to  be  paid,”

at  home,”  and  maoy  leBs  worthy 
calls,  but  let  none  qf  these  obscure 
the  parting  command  of  Christ.

Four  Needs  to  Be  a Great 
Missionary  Pastor. 


Make  Your  Calling  and  Flee/ 
tion  Sure."

Can  any  pastor  be  a great  mis- 
sionary leader!  We  believo  if  he 
cannot,  he  ongbt  to  carefully  re 
consider  his  call  to  the  ministry. 
Wbat  is  the  work  Of  tbo  churches, 
if  not  missionary?  What  right 
has  a man  to  take  tbo  position  of 
teacher  and  leader  of  God’s  people, 
if  he  fails  to  teach  and  lend  them 
in  the  wry  work  God  wants  done? 
Bat  to  be-a  great  missionary  pastor 
a man  must  have — 

1.  Conviction  He  must  believe 
deep  down  in  his  soul  that  • God  so 
loved  tbo  world  that  He  gave  His

test. 

I think  his  definitions  arc  cor- 
rect For  “election”  is  God’s  eter- 
nal (Eph.  1:  4;  2 Thess.  2:  13), 
unchangeable  (Mat.  24:24;  Heb. 
6:  17),  choice  of  certain  persons 
(Rom.  9;  13;  Gal.  1:  15)  to  salva- 
tion (2  Thess.  2 : 13),  of  his  sover- 
eign will  (Eph.  1:  5,  11).

And  the  "calling”  is  God’s  uni- 
versal invitation  to  man,  includ- 
ing “(1)  A declaration  of  the  plan 
of  salvation,  (2)  The  promise  of 
God  to  save  all  who  accede  to  the 
terms  of  that  | plaij,  (3)  Command, 
exhortation,  and  invitation  to  all 
to  atcept  of  the  offered  mercy,  (4) 
An  exhibition  of  tbe  reasons  which 
should  coastrain  men  to  repent 
and  believe.” 

There  is  one  point  in  the  sermon 
which  could  net  be  elaborated  at 
the  time  that  needs  special  empha- 
sis: How  to  make  one's  calling 
bud  election  sure? 

There  are  three  common  inter- 
pretations which  must  bo  set  aside. 
The  first  is;  “Be  sincere  and  dili- 
gent in  yonr  repentance  towards 
God  and  in  yonr  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ,  in  order  that  God  may  call 
and  choose  you  to  salvation.” 
There  are ’two  insuperable  objec- 
tions. (1)  The  exhortation  is  to 
make  the  “calling”  as  well  as  tbo 
“election”  sur4,  arid  God’s  invita- 
tions to  salvation  certainly  are] 
universal  and  precede  all  repent- 
ance and  faith  on  the  part  of  man. 
(2)  Besides,  tbo  persons  addressed 
were  “brethren”  of  the  apostle, 
born  like  himself  from  above,  and 
had  therefore  repented  from  sin 
and  believed  ip  Christ. 

Another  erroneous  interpreta- 
tion places  God’s  election  at  tbo 
close  of  human  lif|e,  and  makes  the 
earthly  Christian  life  one  of  proba-| 
tion  instead  of  education  and  train- 
ing. It  mast  bean  after  thought 
in  the  interest  of  the  teaching  call- 
ed “falling  from  grace.”  Here  It 
is:  "Be  diligent  and  earnest  in 
your  Christian  lino,  in  order  that 
God  may  at  its  close  call  and 
choose  you  to  salvation.”  The 
common  illustration  of  this  theory 
is  that  of  an  election  to  office 
among  men.  To  prevent  division 
iu  tbo  party,  men  are  called  out, 
nominated,  in  convention,  or  pri- 
mary election,  to  run  for  office. 
Tho  would-bo  candidate,  first  of 
all,  gives  all  diligence  to  make  his 
calling,  his  nomination,  sure.  Then 
he  must  not  be  too  confident  of  his 
election,  ho  must  bo  earnest  and  | 
persistent;  for  every  one  who  is 
called  out  is  not  elected  in.  I 
heard  a D.  D.  prgo  this  theory  and 
givo  this  illustration.  The  objec- 
tions will  occur  to  any  thoughtful 
student  of  the  Scriptures.  (1)  The 

“calling”  cannot  be  separated  from 
the  “election.”  Man  must  make 
his  invitation  as  well  as  his  elec- 
tion to  salvation  sure,  and  beyond 
all  question  the  invitation  is  given 
before  tho  close  of  hnman  earthly 
existence.  (2)  Besides,  tbero  aro 
no  periods  of  time  in  God’s  eterni- 
ty. He  is  “the  same  yesterday,  and 
today,  and  foreVer.”  With  him 


there  is  .no!  pu.4t  and  future,  but 
only  one  elejrnai  present.  When 
he  acoommodjatcs  himself  to  finite 
minds,  he  s*y»  that  God  “hath 
chosen  us  in  him  (Christ)  before 

the  foundation  of  the  world.” 

Eph.  1 : 4.  Moreover  (3)  He  does 
not  choose  then  because  of  their 
faith  and  obedience,  eithor  actnal 
or  as  foresee*,  hut  in  order  that  thoy 
may  believcj  and  become  holy. 
Paul  Bays  isi  =2  Thess.  2:13  that 
“God  hath  frpnt  the  beginning  cho- 
sen yon  to  (solvation  (not  on  ac- 
count of  but)through  (by  means  of) 
sanctification  of  fbe  Spirit  and  be- 
lief of  the  trjtth  ;”  and  in  Eph  1:4 
that  “ke  hath  chosen  us  in  him  be- 
foro  the  foapdation  of  the  world, 
that  we  shoujd  be  holy  and  with- 
out blame  bofore  him  in  love.” 

The  general  explanation  of  those 
who  are  called  Calvinists  is  not  a 
satisfactory  Interpretation,  though^ 
it  teaches  tifob.  “Make  yourself 
sure  by  yWij  diligence  that  God 
has  called  and  chosen  you  to  salva- 
tion. Of  coprtle,  the  eternal  coun- 
sel and  purpose  of  God  are  sure 
and  certain,  but  to  us  they  aro  se- 
cret atad  impenetrable,  and  we  can 
only  be  assufpd  of  them  by  doing 
things  which  ho  says  his  chosen 
ones  will  dfe.f  This  is  gbod  doc- 
trine, but  poor  exegesis.  It  the 
Apostle  had  desired  to  say  he 
oould  have  Mid,j  “Assure! yourself 
of  yohr  calling  and,  election.”  He 
did  ndt  say,  make  yourself,  or  any 
one  else,  surd  cither  that  G ’id  has 
called  and  cntjmep  you  to  sjalvution, 
or  that  he  will  do  so;  bgt  ho  did 
say,  make  the  calling  and  election 
themselves  spjrej.i 

How,  then,  to  make  that  sure 
which  has  already  been  done  ? 
Tho  pYcachof  suggested  tho  correct 
interpretation  when  ho  stated,  but 
could  not  wj|h  his  purpose  elab- 
orate, the  aim  of  God’s  election. 
Is  not  this  the  idea:  “Give  all 
diligence,  see!  to  it,  make  sure,  that 
yonr  calling  and  election  reach 
their  end,  and  thus  confirm  the 
divine  invitation  and  choice?” 

Now,  whjjis  tho  aim  of  man’s 
election  which  proceeds  from  God, 
and  what  can  man  do  to  make  it 
sure  of  reaching  its  purpose?  See 
the  divine  phtposo.  Those  whom 
God  foreknoW  “ho  also  did  predes- 
tinate to  be  conformed  to  the  image 
of  His  Son.f  Rom.,  8:29.  Those 
who  sharo  t^h  glory  must  bear  tho 
likeness  of  Christ.  Paul  tells  us 
how  to  make  it  sure  of  its  object: 
«•  We  all,  wi|h  opon  face  beholding 
as  in  a glass  the  glory  of  the  Lord, 
aro  changed  i into  the  same  image 
from  glory  to  glory,”  2 Cor.,  3:18. 

Men  are  aallod  and  chosen,  not 
only  to  a homo  in  the  hoavenly 
world,  but  4iso  to  a moral  fitness 
for  that  pure  and  blessed  abode. 
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“He  hath  chosen  us  * * * that  we 
should  be  holy  and  without  blame 
before  him  in  love.”— Eph.  1 : 4. 
The  Apostle  tells  us  in  2 Cor.  7 : 1 
how  to  make  this  choice  sure  of  its 
aim : “Having  therefore  those 
promises,  doarly  beloved,  let  us 
cleanse  ourselves  from  all  filthi- 
ness  of  the  flesh  and  Spirit,  per- 
fecting holiness  in  the  fear  of  God.’' 

Tho  Apostle  Peter,  as  the 


preacher  suggested,  shows  in  vers- 
es 5-7  that  the  dnty  enjoined  is 
performed  by  completing  the  beau- 
tiful chain  of  Christian  graces 
therein  described.

possible  earlier,  and  which  would 
never  have  been  possible  again. 
Up  to  the  day  of  my  coming  to 
Jackson,  in  December,  1895,  on  a 
prospecting  trip  it  bad  been  held 
at  $4,000.  On  that  day  I found  it 
could  be  bonght  for  $2,000.

The 
population  is  increasing,  the  towns 
arc  glowing  and  there  are  many 
indications  of  prosperity. 

In  Oklahoma  there  is  a school 
house  every  few  miles,  and  there 
are  many  struggling  little  Baptist 
churches.  In  H»0  Territory  the 
school  and  church  privileges  are 
not  so  good,  though  thore  are  many 
schools  and  many  churches  in  tho 
Territory.
